COOPERATIVE FARM 
MARKETING NOTES 

Progress of the Movement to 
“Put Farming on Par With 
Other Big Business.” 

A pamphlet and questionnaire on co 
operative farm marketing recently is¬ 
sued by the State Bank Division, 
American Bankers Association, has 
brought out valuable Information on 
the subject from bankers, farmers and 
state agricultural departments. It is 
being used as a campaign document In 
the organization of co-operative mar¬ 
keting associations In various sections 
j of the country, farmers having adopt 
j ed Its slogan: "Put Agriculture on a 
j Par with Other Big Business.” 

• • • 

The movement on the part of farm¬ 
ers toward co-operative marketing as 
a cure for their present economic 
plight Is nation-wide. There has been 
notable progress in the development 
of such associations, some conspicu¬ 
ously successful ones being In opera 
tlon at the present time. There have 
also been some disastrous failures 
among these ventures In co-operative 
marketing, which Is the Inevitable ac 
companiment of the progress of any 
movement. The "Banker - Farmer, 
published by the American Bankers 
Association, says: 

“Cause and effect are operative In 
oo-operative marketing as truly as 
they are In every other business enter¬ 
prise. An association will not neces¬ 
sarily succeed or fall merely because 
It Is a co-operative association, but be¬ 
cause It conforms to or transgresses 
from the underlying principles of suc- 
i cessful business operation. The move 
ment itself Is of great national import 
and the bankers of the country can 
materially aid or retard Its progress. 
The responsibility of leadership In | 
rural communities rests very largely 
with the country banker. It Is his 
duty to be informed on all matters re¬ 
lating to the farmers’ well-being.”

BOY SCOUTS’ ANNIVERSARY 


The Boy Scouts of America through¬ 
out the entire country celebrated the 
week of the thirteenth anniversary of 
the movement February 8-15. Dem¬ 
onstrations of scoutcraft, rallies, pur- 
ent-aud-son meetings, radio messages 
of Indorsement of scouting by promi¬ 
nent people, and the taking of the 
scout oath by well-known men had u 
place on the program. Fifty thousand 
cards containing a splendid indorse¬ 
ment of the movement were plnced In 
street care throughout the country. 
Thousands of billboard posters pic¬ 
turing acout training appeared In the 
different cities. The car cards and post¬ 
ers were the donation of stanch sup¬ 
porters of the movement to help bring 
tcouting's message to every American 
man, woman and child. 

On# of the most Impressive acts of 
the entire week occurred on the eve¬ 
ning of February 8 when every scout 
and scout leader throughout the coun¬ 
try reaffirmed the scout oath: 

“On my honor, I will do my best 1 

‘T. To do my duty to God and my 
country, and to obey the scout law; 

“1. To help other people at all 
times; 

“3. To keep myself physically strong, 
mentally awake, ahd morally straight.” 

In msny communities the respective 
days ef anniversary week were de¬ 
voted te scouting In connection with 
the school, the church, the home, and 
the community. Special demonstra 
tleaa were given shewing what scout¬ 
ing is doing to co-operate with each 
of these institutions. 

As the public grows more familiar 
with the scout program of ^character 
building and ottlsenshlp training. It 
demauds—‘‘Why nre there not more 
boy scouts?” In response to this 
question, the Boy Scouts of America 
made an extraordinary effort to make 
room In the ranks by anniversary 
week for 100,000 new members. This 
effort was termed the anniversary 
round-up. In this connection every 
scout the country over had an oppor¬ 
tunity of doing a national good turn, 
by bringing to the ranks one more boy 
to advance In the work of good citi¬ 
zenship. Indications point to an over 
subscription of the quota of 100.000. 
With the Increase proposed, the total 
boy membership‘of the Boy Scouts of 
America will reach the half million 
mark.

to each of the 600 local councils that 
reaches Its goal; and a similar but 
amaller set of streamers to each troop 
that enrolls the specified numbSr of 
new members. President Harding Is 
the honorary president of the Boy 
Scouts of America.
